Lindenhurst May Need 
Tax Anticipation Warrants 
In Fall Due To Late Bills

Lindenhurst, like some other 
Lake County towns, may have to 
issue tax anticipation warrants 
this fall because money which 
should be coming in from taxes will 
not have been billed: 

That was the opinion of Craig 
Henderson, finance committee chair- 
man of the village board who. re- 
viewed the financial picture of the 
village at Monday night's board 
meeting. 

THE MONEY usually coming in 
from taxes has been held up in 
the county courthouse due to the tre- 
mendous number of tax valuation 
protests — most of which were from 
Lake Villa township and 200 from 
Lindenhurst. Henderson told the 
board that he had been informed 
that the bills would not be seg£ out 
for this year until about December 
and that money would not be com- 
ing in before March. 

The financial statement of the 
village after Monday's meeting and 
paying of bills showed that the gen- 
eral fund slipped to $400. Hender- 
son noted that a check for $1,250 
from motor fuel tax funds should 
be on the way from the state to 
pay for snow removal for January 
and February. The board voted to 
pay the entire bill of $985 by taking 
$300 from the general fund and 
making up the rest from the motor 
fuel tax check. The remaining $560 
will be held to pay for March's and 
some of next winter's snow removal. 

ECONOMY WAS the watchword" 
of the board during the entire meet- 
ing as the trustees reviewed the need 
for five new policemen this summer 
and agreed to have the police chief 
find five men for the volunteer force. 
Attempts will be made to find the 
money to put the men on the force, 
the board vowed. 

It was estimated that it costs $60- 
$100 each to put men on duty, but 
John Slove, police commissioner, 
noted that the additional services it 
would provide would be well worth 



the investment. 

Robert Randall, village president, 
advised that "we must draw the 
line on how much police service we 
can provide." The five volunteers 
would be only for the summer and 
seven day service could be provid- 
ed as it is needed, the board advised. 

THE BOARD instructed Clerk 
Mrs., Rae Gibbons to write to the 
county clerk to determine if more 
tax money will be coming to the 
village In the spring and before next 
fall's bills come out. 

Because of the need for careful 
spending, the problem of loose and 
troublesome dogs could not be 
solved at the Monday meeting. 
Slove noted that the dogs are mostly 
from owners outside the village and 
he said that the dog problem usual- 
ly runs in cycles. 

He advised the board that he had 
been told not to hire an outside 
dog catcher by other towns because 
of costs involved. The matter was 
tabled when Slove informed the 
trustees that stray dogs should not 
be put in the jjpuad car and thus 
force could not be adequately 7 put 
into the dog ordinance. 

However, attempts will be made 
to take care of especially trouble- 
some dogs, he said. 
IN OTHER business, the board 
heard from Richard Wilier, county 
Civil Defense director, about the 
possibilities of establishing a CD 
unit at Lindenhurst. 

The director noted that after an 
ordinance has been passed and di- 
rector named, the village would re- 
ceive help in training in first aid, 
in mass sheltering of people, train- 
ing in protection from attack. 

He said that matching funds are 
available on some items needed for 
proper equipment for Civil De- 
fense, and that surplus equipment is 
on sale at Springfield at about 2 
percent of its original cost 

A 200-bed emergency hospital 
complete, also is one of the benefits 
of a CD unit, he said. 



are taking a neutral stand on the 
proposals, Chairman Earl Elfers 
took an enthusiastic positive posi- 
tion. 

The advantages Schnurr noted 
were the greater amount of money 
which would come to a city from 
taxes to state and federal bodies; 
much better representation on the 
county board and even better local 
representation on the city board; it 
wpuld provide for more uniform 
development of the area in fairness 
to all and would protect the area 
from encroachment by other govern- 
mental units, especially the proposed 
metropolitan districts such as that 
of Milwaukee. 

One of the biggest problems that 
will face the proposed city would 
be sanitation, especially uniform 
sanitation. However, Elfers said, 
this is a problem that will face the 
township whether it incorporates or 
not. "We will be a city in area and 
size whether we like it or not," he 
said. 

MORE MONEY would have to be 
spent in administration and a city 
hall would have to be built if a city 
status were achieved, Elfers added. 

One of the bright spots was the 
notation that county and state roads 
will remain under their present ad- 
ministration and upkeep, Elfers said. 

A suggestion by Mrs. Florence 
Dexter, Trevor postmistress, that 
perhaps individual villages would 
be better than a 34 square mile city 
also received comment by those at- 
tending. 

Moves are afoot to seriously con- 
sider incorporating several popula- 
tion centers of the township as vil- 
lages. Notably mentioned has been 
Trevor-Rock Lake, and Paddock 
Lake Dells. 

It was noted that villages must 
have 150 residents in not more than 
a half square mile in order to in- 
corporate. 

OTHER AREAS of Wisconsin have 
incorporated as fourth class cities 
to protect themselves and Al Pad- 
dock, town treasurer, reported he 
would attempt to secure officials of 
at least one of these cities to outline

. The Antioch High School board is basing its request for money

from now. It admits f hat this estimate is low — -rock bottom. It 
admits that the figures used covers only students now in school. 

Once 1 before in this decade the school board made a similar 
estimate and ultimate figures proved that the guess was quite low. 
And that's one of the reasons we're now having to go through it all 
again. • 

The proposed Countryside Hospital also has come out with an 
estimate of needs. It says q 25-bed hospital is the absolute mini- 
mum we need at present. 

But surveys by a group of doctors and by The Antioch News 
have shown that a minimum of 52 persons from this area are ad- 
mitted, to hospitals in the area every three days. And just last 
week a "doctor questioned the wisdom of not planning right from 
the start for at least a 50-bed hospital. 

We seriously wonder if estimators ore not committing a sin of 

ommission in ignoring some facts in making their plans. Especially 

' in the cose of buildings where construction is so costly, is it not 

highly important to use the higher estimate when planning for the 

future? 

Certainly it is easier to "sell" the public on a lower than a 
higher figure, but is it easier to "sell" this same public on two 
projects than one? 

We would greatly urge planners to carefully consider' every 
fact that coold : oause their lowest estimate to go out of whack 
than to revert to : the same problem often because the estimate 
was too far off.

-A~ LAUNDRIES 

BE IT/iORbAlNED BY THE 
PRESIDENT AND BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES OF THE: VILLAGE OF, 
ANTIOCH,: LAKE COUNTY, ilLLI- 
NOIS; 1 jh ; 

SECTION |1: No person, firm or 
corporation; shall conduct, operate, 
maintain or carry 'on any laundry as 
defined in this Ordinance within 
the Village limits of the Village of 
Antioch, without first obtaining a 
license, so to do. as hereinafter pro- 
vided, y 

SECTION [2: i; The word ."laundry" 
Is hereby ■ defined as any- place, 
building, structure, 1 room, establish- 
ment, premises or portion thereof,' 
which is used for' the purpose of 
making, sorting, washing, drying, 
starching or. ironing collars, cuffs or 
other wearing apparel, table, bed or 
other household linens, towels, bed- 
ding or other washable fabrics for 
the general public. 

The word "laundry", as used in 
this Ordinance shall also be held to 
include any establishment wherein 
washing machine units are available 
for use by the general public upon 
the deposit of a coin or a payment 
of a fee to the oper.ator of such es- 
tablishment or, his agent. 

SECTION 3; The application for 
such license shall be made in writ- 
ing to the Village Clerk and shall 
truly state the name and address of 
the applicant, if an individual, or 
the names and residences of all 
members of the firm, if a co-partner- 
ship, or the names and residences of 
the principal officers, of a corpora- 
tion, together with the location or 
proposed location for which such 
license is desired, and the maximum 
number of persons to be employed 
therein. 

Within ten (10) days after the 
receipt of such application it shall 
be the duty of the Health Officer 
to cause an investigation to be made 
of the premises named i and des- 
cribed in such application, for the 
purpose of determining whether the 
sanitary conditions therein conform 
with- the provisions of this Ordin- 
ance. 

If the Health Officer shall be 
satisfied that the proposed laundry 
is in conformity with the provisions 
of this Ordinance, he shall trans- 
mit such application to the Mayor, 
together with his recommendation 
for the issuance of. a license, where- 
upon the Mayor shall issue or cause 
to be issued to such applicant, upon, 
payment to the Village Clerk of the 
license fee hereinafter provided, a 
license attested by the Village Clerk 
authorizing such applicant to estab- 
lish, maintain, conduct or operate a 
laundry at the place designated in 
such application for and during the 
period of such license. 

SECTION 4: For every license 
issued under the provisions of this 
Ordinance for the establishment, 
maintenance or operation of any 
laundry, there shall be paid to 
the Village Clerk, by each and 
every applicant, a license "fee of 
Fifteen Dollars ($15.00) per year. 

Every such license shall expire on 
the 30th day of April following the 
date of its issuance. 

SECTION 5: Every room or place 
used as a laundry, or for the stor- 
age of unlaundered or laundered 
fabrics in connection therewith, 
shall at all times be kept in gond 
repair and maintained in a clean 
and sanitary condition as to floors, 
walls, ceilings, windows, woodwork, 
machinery, utensils, and fixtures, 
and every such room or place shall 
be kept free from rats, mice, and 
vermin, and all matters of an in- 
fectious or contagious nature. 

No person who has tuberculosis, 
any acute or active venereal disease, 
any communicable or loathsome 
skin disease, or any other communi- 
cable disease, sh&U .work in any 
laundry, and no owner, proprietor, 
manager, or person in charge of any 
laundry shall knowingly require, 
permit, or suffer any such person 
to be employed therein. 

No wall paper shall be applied 
upon the walls or ceilings of any 
room used for laundry purposes. 

SECTION 6: No person shall be 
permitted to sleep in any laundry, 
nor shall any sleeping room or liv- 
ing room be in direct communica- 
tion with any laundry. No laun- 
dered or unlaundered article belong- 
ing to the trade of any laundry 
shall be stored or kept in any room 
which is used for living purposes. 
SECTION 7: Every person, firm 
or corporation owning, maintaining, 
conducting or operating any laun- 
dry shall be required to i provide 
proper facilities and equipment for 
the separate handling of clean and 
soiled fabrics, and no clean or 
laundered fabrics sh.aH be allowed 
to cOmc in contact with any un- 
laundered or soiled fabrics of any 
kind at any time. 

SECTION \8: No person, firm or 
corporation owning, maintaining, 
conducting, or operating any laun- 
dry in which wearing apparel, 



household linens, towels, * bedding 
and tall other fabrics are received 
and treated through the process of 
washing; shall remove or cause to 
be removed from such premises un- 
til the same has been thoroughly 
sterilizedfby keeping it in the wash- 
ing machine, vat or other vessel 
provided for that purpose, until the 
water therein has been brought to 
a boiling temperature or maintained < 
at a temperature of 175 degrees F ( , 
for, at least twenty (20) minutes; or 
by subjecting it to live steam pres- 
sure; ior Iby keeping it in a drying 
house, or drying chamber, in which 
the temperature is not leas than 215 
degrees F/, I fpria period of not less 
than fifteen j (15): minutes;, or by 
passing ;it; through any ironing ma- 
chine where the ironing surface is at 
a temperature j of jnot 'less th ah 225 
degrees F., except silks and woolens 
or other fabrics which would be in- 
jured by j IKe foregoing processes, 
provided the 1 same shall be treated 
with soap, bleach or any other stand- 
ard disinfectant solution as shall be 
approved iby the Health Officer, p. 

SECTION 0: A qualified: at- 
tendant lor; operator shall be present 
in | every laundry at all ' times j dur- 
ing the ! hours of operation j of said 
laundry! < ! i 

SECTION 10: It shall be the duty 7 
of the- Health Officer, and he Is 
hereby authorized land empowered 
to inspect or cause to be inspected, 
from time to time, all premises 
wherein laundries are conducted, for 
the purpose of ascertaining, whether 
the provisions of this Ordinance and 
all other Ordinances of the Village 
of Antioch and the laws of the 
State of Illinois, relative to the 
keeping and operating of laundries, 
are being complied with, and it shall 
be his duty to cause all such Ordi- 
nances and laws to be strictly en- 
forced. ) 

SECTION 11: The provisions 6f 
this Ordinance shall not apply to 
any person engaged in doing custom 
laundry work at home for a regular 
family trade, nor to any room, 
rooms or portion thereof, located in 
any dwelling in which domestic 
laundry work is done by or for the 
occupants of said building exclu- 
sively. 

SECTION 12: Any person, firm 
or corporation owning, maintaining, 
conducting or operating any laun- 
dry, who shall fail to comply 
with any of the provi- 
sions of this Ordinance, shall be 
fined not less than Ten ($10.00) 
Dollars nor more than Two Hun- 
dred ($200.00) Dollars for each of- 
fense, and a separate offense shall 
be regarded as having been com- 
mitted for each day during which 
such violation shall continue, after 
due notice shall have been given 
by the Health officer, and a reason- 
able time shall have been allowed 
for making any changes necessary 
under the -provisions of this Ordi- 
nance.

Medicine increasing 
Number ofDe&f, 
But That's Good Sign 

Modern medicine is increasing the 
number of deaf persons, says Ken- 
neth Huff, superintendent of the 
Wisconsin School for the deaf. 

That's not an indictment of medi- 
cine but a vote in its favor. 

THROUGH MODERN science, 
doctors have, successfully eliminated 
gome, causes of deafness due to ni- 
nes or accident, but they are in- 
creasing the number born with 
deafness. This because many who 
would not otherwise survive are 
doing so but must go through life 
with that handicap, Huff says.

Medicine Increasing 
Number of Deaf, 
But Thafs Good Sign 

Modern medicine is increasing the 
number of deaf persons, says Ken- 
neth Huff, superintendent of the 
Wisconsin School for the deaf. 

That's not an indictment of medi- 
cine but a vote in its favor. 

THROUGH MODERN science, 
doctors have successfully eliminated 
some causes of deafness due to ni- 
nes or accident, but they are in- 
creasing the number born with 
deafness. This because many who 
would not otherwise survive are 
doing so but must go through life 
with that handicap, Huff says. 

He made the statement at an in- 
terview while attending the sub-dis-

Magazine Cites 
Chicago's Lack 
Of Boat Docks 

With 25 miles of park-lined lake- 
front, eight harbors*and a river that 
flows backward, Chicago is far and 
away the pleasure boating mecca of 
the Midwest, according to the March 
issue of the magazine Popular Boat- 
ing. 

In a feature article, the magazine' 
points out the delights of sailing on 
Chicago's lakefront. Another unique 
advantage of Chicago boating is the 
fact that it's virtually free of dan- 
ger — with only one 4-foot shoal in 
a range of 25 miles! 

WITH ALL THESE attributes, 
however, Chicago is beset with one 
big problem: insufficient facilities. 
According to Popular Boating, there 
are simply not enough moorings for 
the growing number of Chicago 
boatmen. As it is, eight harbors 
(all man-made) provide for only 
1,800 craft. And enthusiasm for 
boating /runs so high in Chi- 
cagoland that there, is the amazing 
total of 108,000 oiitboards alone in 
the metropolitan areal 

As a result, Chicago boots are to 
be found based as far away as Wau- 
kegan or even across the lake. How- 
ever, Popular Boating reports that 
the city's yacht clubs do find a 
temporarily-vacant buoy or dock 
space to accommodate visitors from 
another club./ And at present, a 
Chicago port engineer is negotiating 
with other communities for boat 
facilities.

Looking for Foster Homes for Vets 
Being Released from VA Hospital 



The Veterans Administration Hos- 
pital, Downey, is in need of homes 
for veteran patients who are ready 
to return to the community but have 
no suitable homes of their own to 
which they might return. ' 

Many veterans hospitalized at 
Downey have no families of their 
own. In some instances, the pa- 
tient's family is unable to provide 
a suitable home situation. The 
hospital is helping these patients to 
return to the community through its 
Home Care Program, by placing 
them in "foster homes." 

THESE VETERANS are both male 
and female and range in age from 
their early 20*s to 70 years. Some 
will be able to obtain employment 
and again become productive mem- 
bers of society. Others will not be 
able to work and their activities 
will be similar to that of a person 
who has retired. The veterans who 
are considered for this, program re- 
ceive thorough evaluations by the 
medical staff and are now consid- 
ered fully able to return to the com- 
munity. 

Since these veterans receive such 
thorough physical and psychological 
study, foster parents can feel much 
more secure with them than they 
might with the average stranger to 



whom they might rent a room and 
know little or nothing about. 

The many families who have par-, 
ticipated in the VA Home Care Pro- 
gram in this area and other areas 
throughout the country have found 
it to be a very rewarding experi- 
ence, Few experiences are as deeply 
satisfying as those in. which we as- 
sist in the rehabilitation of another 
person. 

THE TYPE OF home desired is 
one wherein the veteran not only 
receives room and board but also 
receives the warmth, acceptance, 
understanding, and encouragement 
which is a part of family living. 
While the veteran pays for the cost 
of his room and board, these ar- 
rangements are made through thq 
hospital. / 

Throughout the period of the vet- 
eran's stay in his foster home, both 
he and the foster parent receive 
continuing assistance from the hos- 
pital through its Social Work Ser- 
vice. 

Anyone who is interested, or 
thinks he may be interested, in pro- 
viding a home for a veteran patient 
is urged to telephone or write to 
Leo Lohl, Chief, Social Work Ser- 
vice, VA Hospital, Downey, 111, TeL 
ONtario 2-1900, Extension 485.

"You can deduct a portion of so- 
called 'carrying charges' paid on in- 
stallment purchases of personal 
property such as automobiles, tele- 
vision sets, etc., where the interest 
charges are not separately stated. 
The deduction allowed is six per 
cent of the agerage unpaid monthly 
balance on the installment purchase, 

"You compute the average unpaid 
monthly balance by adding up the 
unpaid balance at the beginning of 
each month and dividing the total 
by 12. 

"For example, assume that on July 
15, 1958, you bought a television set 
for $254 plus a carrying charge of 
$20. Assume you paid $50 down and 
are paying the balance (starting 
August 9) at the rate, of $14 per 
month. The portion of the carrying 
charge deductible as/ interest for 
1958 is computed. / 

Unpaid balance including carry- 
ing charge: Aug. 1, 224.00; Sept. 1, 
210.00; Oct. 1, 196.00; Nov. 1, 182.00; 
Dec. 1, 168.00— Total monthly un- 
paid balance $980.00. Average 
monthly unpaid balance $(980 divid- 
ed by 12) — 81.67; interest deduction 
(6% of $81.67)— $4.90. 

"SOMETIMES MONET is bor- 
rowed On a discount basis. That is, 
the interest is subtracted in advance 
and you sign a jiote for a larger 
amount than you receive. If you 
report on the cash basis on your 
tax return, you may deduct this 
discount as interest only at the time 
you pay the note. 

"For example, assume that you 
sign a note for $1,000 but receive 
only $980. You agree to pay the 
$1,000 in 10 monthly installments. 
For income tax purposes, one-tenth 
of the $40 discbunt or $4 will be con- 
sidered paid each time you moke a 
payment on the note. Thus, if you 
made three payments on the note 
during 1958, your interest deduc- 
tion would be $12 (3x$4)."

A pleasant surprise is planned this 
month for some electricity user in 
the Chicago area. . 

Sometime during March the Com- 
monwealth Edison-Public Service 
Company system expects to wel- 
come its 2,000,000th' customer. The 
milestone will be marked by recog- 
nition for the history-making cus- 
tomer. * . , , 

ALTHOUGH IT will certainly be 

electrical, any gift will depend on 
what type of customer becomes the 
2,000,000th user. A householder is 
most likely to be the winner, since 
about 20^ residential customers are 
normally added to the utility's lines 
for each new one in commercial, in- 
dustrial and other categories. 

With the addition of its 2,000,000th 
customer, Edison will become the 
second utility in the country to 
record this achievement. The Edi- 
son system, which serves Chicago 
and most of the northern part of 
Illinois, began this year with 1,990,- 
700 customers. 

THE DOUBLING of Edison sys- 
tem customers has been 34 years in 
the making, for the 1,000,000th was 
added in 1925. 

The system's generating capacity 
in 1925 was about 1,000.000 kilo- 
watts. It is now approaching 5,000,- 
000 kilowatts. 

In 1925, the average householder 
served by Edison was using about 
500 kilowatt-hours a year. Today 
he is using about five and one-half 
times as much.
